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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Newquay  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1970. 


The  figures  of  births,  deaths  and  infant  mortality  in  the 
Urban  District  compare  favourably  with  the  National  figures .  Notifiable 
diseases  were  almost  absent  during  1970,  apart  from  the  usual  biennial 
rise  in  measles.  The  value  of  the  extensive  immunisation  programmes 
can  now  be  seen,  since  not  only  have  deaths  from  notifiable  diseases 
been  virtually  eliminated,  but  also  the  morbidity  associated  with  them 
and  the  sequelae  of  lasting  effects.  The  measles  immunisation 
programme  is  relatively  new,  and  will  eliminate  measles  in  the  near 
future , 


The  figures  suggest  that  Newquay  is  a  good  place  in  which  to 
live,  and  one  would  expect  this  to  be  so,  since  not  only  is  the  town  a 
well  known  holiday  resort,  it  is  also  a  health  resort  -  the  two  terms 
not  always  being  synonymous.  The  very  reputation  of  the  town  being  a 
health  resort,  with  a  mild  and  equable  climate,  acts  as  a  magnet  to  many 
people  of  retirement  age  who  wish  to  live  out  their  lives  in  surroundings 
more  amiable  than  their  present  ones.  This  attraction  for  the  elderly 
has  tended  to  swing  the  population  away  from  average  age  groupings  to  a 
preponri'-'^ance  of  elderly  citizens.  The  health  problems  of  this  age. 
group  differ  from  those  of  the  younger  groups,  e.g.  home  accidents 
marked  by  bony  injuries  are  not  uncommon  occurrences.  The  need  for 
special  housing  for  the  elderly  is  of  paramount  importance  and  this  need 
will  tend  to  increase  rather  than  decrease,  while  health  and  welfare 
services  will  also  be  required  more  and  more  as  time  goes  on. 

The  seasonal  ind,'',+^y  -  tourism  -  poses  many  problems  for  all 
concerned  in  catering  for  the  sudden  rise  in  population.  The  local 
authority  services  become  strained  e.g.  refuse  collection,  water  supplies 
and  sewerage,  while  the  private  sector  faces  the  difficulties  of  casual 
labour.  The  Council's  health  department  is  concerned  with  those  services 
having  a  particular  relationship  to  health  e.g.  food  supplies,  food  premises, 
water  supplies  and  living  conditions.  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
later  in  the  report  mentions  aspects  of  environmental  circumstances  in  which 
the  department  is  interested.  It  is  sufficient  for  me  to  say  that  one 
particular  facet  of  the  environment  gives  cause  for  satisfaction,  and  that 
is  the  comparative  absence  of  unfit  houses,  but  it  must  be  emphasised  that 
this  does  not  mean  that  housing  is  not  needed. 


It  is  pleasant  to  record  that  progress  was  made  in  arrangements 
to  establish  a  Family  Planning  Clinic  in  Newquay.  In  actual  fact  clinics 
started  in  1971,  before  this  report  was  prepared.  The  clinics  are  held 
at  the  Newquay  District  Hospital  on  the  1st,  3rd  and  4th  Holidays  of  each 
month  at  6.30  p.m.  In  order  to  start  a  Family  Planning  Clinic  a  great 
deal  of  preparatory  ™nrk  must  be  undertaken  and  the  assistance  of  people 
of  goodwill  is  essential  to  the  entemrise,  so  it  gives  me  great  pleasure 
to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Kospita'  Management  Committee,  the  Matron  of 
Newquay  District  Hospital  and  the  various  Uomen’s  Organisations  in  and 
around  Newquay,  without  whose  assistance  the  venture  would  never  have  got 
off  the  ground*  The  Newquay  District  Hospital  also  houses  the  Cervical 
Cytology  Clinics  which  have  functioned  regularly  throughout  1970. 

I  must  thank  my  brother  officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation  and  geniality,  and  I  must  particularly  thank  the  Public  Health 
Staff  for  their  assistance. 

This  report  gives  me  an  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  interest 
in  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  town.

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Most  deaths,  as  one  would  expect  from  the  national  picture, 
result  from  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  and  cancer  of  all  kinds. 

It  is  also  notable  that  ischaemic  heart  disease  and  lung  cancer  make 
their  presence  felt  at  an  earlier  age  than  other  heart  diseases,  and 
both  these  conditions  are  particularly  related  to  cigarette  smoking. 
The  picture  of  the  lemmings  rushing  to  destruction  is  akin  to  the 
picture  of  the  population  smoking  itself  to  disease  and  earlier  death.

The  control  centre  for  the  Ambulance  Service  is 
at  Truro. 

The  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
namely  the  Cornwall  County  Council,  are  usually 
leferred  to  as  the  personal  services,  while  the  services 
provided  by  the  Urban  District  Council  are  referred  to 
as  the  environmental  services.  The  two  together  add  up 
to  a  fairly  extensive  cover  and  quite  3  wide  measure  of 
protection  and  aid  at  vital  periods  of  life.  Since  the 
scope  of  the-  personal  services  may  not  be  ^eilised  by 
all  Councillors  the  following  list  will  be  illuminating. 
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The  County  Council  services  include  home  nursing, 
domiciliary  midwifery  and  health  visiting,  maternity  and  child 
welfare,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  school  health  and  child 
guidance,  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care,  home  help, 
welfare  and  mental  welfare,  dental  care  and  cervical  cytology. 

The  County  Council  provides  the  cost  of  certain  treatments  carried 
out  by  the  Family  Planning  Association. 

The  expansion  and  reorientation  of  the  personal  services 
to  meet  changing  circumstances  continued  during  1970. 

The  programmes  fostered  by  the  need  for  the  spread  of 
Health  Education  and  arranged  with  the  aid  of  and,  in  many  cases 
at  the  instigation  of  the  Health  Education  Officer  of  the  County 
Health  Department,  have  increased  appreciably. 

The  various  services  for  the  young  and  the  school  child 
are  increasing  in  scope,  sen/ices  such  as  child  guidance,  hearing 
and  developmental  assessments.  Similarly,  services  for  the  adult 
include  relaxation  and  mother  craft  for  expectant  mothers,  cervical 
cytology  clinics  and  the  provision  of  free  family  planning  facilities 
for  certain  mothers  on  health  and  social  grounds. 

The  welfare  and  mental  welfare  services  have  expanded  and 
will  in  the  future  be  under  a  separate  head  and  form  a  separate 
department.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  future  health  and  welfare 
departments  do  not  drift  apart  in  communication  otherwise  the  only 
loser  will  be  the  patient. 

The  environmental  services  carried  out  by  the  Urban  District 
Health  Department  covers  an  important  field,  being  concerned  with  the 
houses  we  live  in,  the  premises  we  work  in,  the  water  we  drink  and  the 
food  we  eat.  All  matters  in  the  environment  likely  to  endanger  the 
health  of  the  public  are  the  business  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 
The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  part  of  the  report  has 
detailed  the  visits  and  types  of  visits  made  by  the  Inspectors.

EN7IR0NI  TWIT AL  HEALTH 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  those  engaged  in  Public  Health  work  to  know 
that  at  long  last  public  attention  is  being  focussed  on  the  very  important 
issue  of  environmental  health.  Newquay,  however,  has  been  fortunate  over 
the  years  in  having  far  sighted  Councillors  and  officials  who  have  seen 
hoi;  important  this  facet  of  life  is  to  the  community.  No  doubt  this  has 
been  brought  about  by  an  appreciation  of  the  natural  beauty  of  the 
surroundings.  It  is  with  horror  that  we  road  of  the  devastation  being 
wrought  in  various  parts  of  the  world,  and  indeed  of  our  own  country,  by 
man3s  pollution  of  the  environment.  The  new  publicity  on  this  problem 
makes  us  all  more  intent  on  safeguarding  the  heritage  that  has  been 
presented  to  us. 

The  air  we  breath  is  pure  and  unpolluted,  there  are  no  industrial 
processes  contaminating  the  atmosphere.  Water  supplies  are  adequate, 
wholesome  and  bacteriologically  sound.  Routine  sampling  of  the  T own  * s 
water  supply  by  Public  Health  Officers  has  continued  throughout  the 
year.  Two  hundred  and  sixty  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Truro. 

The  growth  of  the  town  overloaded  the  original  sewer  systems,  but 
the  large  scale  works  that  have  been  carried  out  over  the  years  have  remedied 
this  problem.  The  works  on  the  Watergate  Bay,  Tregurrian  and  Porth  Valley 
scheme  are  now  in  progress.  The  completion  of  this  scheme  will  greatly 
minimise  the  pollution  of  the  Watergate  and  Porth  Streams.  There  are  still 
some  outlying  areas  which  will  require  small  schemes  to  bring  them  into  the 
existing  system. 

The  extension  of  the  T own 8 s  sewer  outfalls  some  years  ago  greatly 
improved  one  of  our  holiday  attractions,  that  of  sea  bathing.  The  beaches 
are  free  from  sewage  pollution.  Oil  pollution  of  the  beaches  has  occurred 
from  time  to  time,  but  the  experience  gained  by  the  8T orrey  Canyon8  episode 
has  enabled  the  problem  to  be  dealt  with  speedily  and  effectively. 

In  addition  to  sea  bathing  there  are  fifteen  private  swimming 
pools  attached  to  hotels  and  camping  sites,  and  their  popularity  is 
increasing.  The  water  in  these  pools  is  constantly  checked  to  ensure  that 
proper  chlorination  of  the  water  is  being  maintained. 

Public  cleansing  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor.  The  paper  sack  system  has  been  in  operation  for  some  time 
and  is  quite  satisfactory.  The  service  provided  is  commendable  as  is 
evident  from  the  relatively  few  complaints  received. 
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It  is  very  alarming  to  those  keenly  interested  in  our  environmcr 
the  wanton  distribution  of  litter  that  takes  place  during  the  sunr 
months.  he  are  delighted  to  welcome  our  visitors  to  the  town,  indeed  it 
our  business,  but  we  wish  that  more  consideration  could  be  given  by  them 
maintaining  our  beauty  spots  free  from  rubbish.  No  doubt  this  is  a  natic. 
problem,  and  possibly  it  is  time  that  a  new  concerted  effort  should  be  made 
to  educate  the  public. 

Tipping  space  still  remains  a  major  problem,  and  it  is  hoped  ti 
a  favourable  report  will  soon  be  forthcoming  following  the  enquiry  held 

September  and  December  with  regard  to  land  now  being  used  at  Newly n 

D  owns . 


The  town  is  very  well  served  by  the  twenty-two  blocks  of  public 
conveniences  that  are  available.  These  are  spread  so  as  to  serve  beaches 
and  pleasure  grounds.  The  programme  of  modernisation  of  toilet  blocks  1 

continued  throughout  the  year. 

The  continuance  of  Newquay  as  the  premier  holiday  resort  of  the 
'i't  is  very  dependant  on  the  maintenance  of  the  beautiful  and  wholesome 
environment,  and  it  is  essential,  therefore,  that  all  those  resident  in 
Town  should  assist  in  supporting  the  Council  in  their  efforts  in  this  fic
